There are many legends concorning the origin of the Kollogg family. ‘The 
one advanced by Justin P. Kellogg and Day Otie Kellogg relates that the homo 
of tho Kelloggs wao Scotland, and that they wore partizans of Janos VI of Scot- 
land and cane with that prince to England then he ascended the throne of Great 
Britain ac James I; and + the original form of the name was Killoch. In

‘tion of this belief we have tho fuct that we find 4 Kellogg (Ilicholas) living 
in England more than fifty years before the birth of Janoo VI. (Jamos VI or I 
wao born in 1566 and seconded tho throne of Great Britain in 1603), 

There are many Kelloggs who believe in a Weleh descent for the fanily, 
and they do not lack a picturesque legend upon which to baeo thoir faith. It 
ie said that "in anciont times, after a severe storn at sea, a foundling was 
taken from the keel of a wrecked vessel off tho coast of Wales, He spoke 4 
language the Welsh people did not understand, but they brought him up and 
called hin 'Koelogg' from the situation ho was in when rescued", Curiously 
enough there io an old Dutch or Plomish name Keylooghe, which signifies the eye 
in the keel of 2 boat. In this connection the eminent Dutch archivist, M. G. 
Wildman, conoiders that "Kellogg" has probably degenerated from "Keynougho", an 
anciont Plomish family whose coat of arms in 1353 showed a rooster as part of 
ite armorial bearings. In all Celtic languages "C" is pronouncod hard like "K", 
In Wales a rooster is called "Ceilyog" or "Ceiliog", 1.e, Keilog, which comes 
so remrkably noar the present sound of the name that some one wrote that the 
"Kelloggs are the Cocks of the Walk in Wales"! : 

The most acceptable theory, however, concerning the origin of the Kellogg . 
family io that they wore of Saxon stock. We first find the Kelloggs in toms 
of Saxon names, and if thoy were Saxon we have as a possible derivative "Koilhau", 
the German nane of the miner's pickaze, which is otill in existence in Germany, 
Denmark and Normy. "Koylogg", the earliest forn of the name in England, is 
suggestive. A "log" in olden times ws a kind of hobble for hinder cattle 
from straying, and "Keylogg" would indicate a maker of koys for "logs" or hobbies, 
or posvibly of minacles for prisoners, in other words, a lockamith, , 


Thoir Early Homo 


Easex County, the earliest home of the Kollogge in England, is tenth in 
eize of Englisch counties, and it has hed no smll prominence in tho general - 
history of England. Its surface is genorally of a gently undulating character, 
and after ages of cultivation it still holds its ancient reputation for for- 
tility. Boeex mac rich in monastic foundations and was a storm center for the 
religious activity of the Puritans, many of thom enigrated from within its 
borders to tho shores of tho newer and broader England. Colchester, Danbury, 
Hatfield, Stratford and Wethorefield are Essex toms whose names were transplan- 
ted by these colonists to Now Englend. Tho Kelloggs ore therefore found in — 
good Puritan surroundings. Debden, whore the records first show the name, lies 
about 40 niles north of London, 16 miles south of Cambridge, and 5 miles east 
of Nowport, ite nearost railroad otation. It is bit o short distance from 


Debden to Bocking, Braintree and Groat Loighs; in fact o radius of loos than 
39 milos would include al1 the oarly Essex homeo of tho Kolloggs, and it would 
not oeem improbable that they wero all of tho oamo fanily. / 
Mme roade of Beaex County could hardly bo god) with a olay soil 
foundation they have for generations boon ropa with flint, picked by "omen 
and children from the ourface of the fields, an industry which died out, how 
ever, under tho Education Act. Gravol io difficult of access und some of tho 
tome are purchaoing gravel for thoir otreets, Near Good Easter and Chignal, 
not 10 milao from Cholmoford, the road survoyore are driven to collocting 
pobbles from the brooke. With so little stone building mterial, moat of the 
building wae dono with brick or timber, 29 Eosex wao formerly covored with most 
oxtonoive foreate. Agriculture is the main resource of Easex, with the ox 
coption of the groat manufacturing section in the south noar London. Ite 
wheat and barley have long been famous.  Boans are a prolific crop in moot 
parts of the county and poase are abundant. Tho woolen industry dates back 
to Saxon tines and for many centurios ranked as tho most inportunt industry. 
A groat dopression in thio industry occurred however in the seventeenth contury, 
and wae succeeded by silk and linen mnufacture, In tho 16th contury Essex 
was considered on oxceptionally yealthy and prosperous county. ; 


Debden. 


Debden lies on tho wost sido of Wimbich, and ic bounded on the south woot 
by Widdington and Nowporty on tho north by Walder, from which it is about 4 
miles distant; it in about 3 miloo wide and 4 miles long. It is named from ite 
situation, from tho two Saxon worde: "Doop" signifying deep, and "Den" a valloy. 
A great part of it lies vory low, but it is s0 agreeably interspersed with rising 
ground as to render {t a very pleasant and hoalthy situation. The inhabitants 
are supported by husbandry and spinning. The church of Debden stands about o 
quarter of a mile from the village upon the declevity of « hill, affording & 
pleasant prospect; both church and chancel aro partly of brick and partly of 
stono,. loaded. . The former has two aisles, the latter one only. The church 
woo built cathodral wise with towor in the middle, but which by length of time 
boing decayed, fell dow and demolished a great part of the chancel. The 
chancel hac boon repaired but tho tower hao not beon rebuilt. Tho manor of 
Dobden was soizod by King Honry II in 1155 and granted by him to his son King 
John, through whom it woo granted to tho Earl of Eopox. It came back to tho 
erom as part of tho dowry of Mery Bohun, wife of lenry IV, and remined its 
property until the roign of Ilenry VIII, who granted it to hie favorite Lord 
Audloy. ; 


Great Leighs, 
Groat Leighs io one of two contiguous parishes about 7 miles north of 


Cholueford, 5 milos south of Braintree, and about 35 miles from London. The 
namo is from the Saxon "Leze, Leaz, or leah", meaning « pasture or untilled 
ground, a condition in which it undoubtedly was vhon first namod. In Domesday 
Book, A.D. 1086, St ie written "Logo" or "Logra", and in old doedo: "Leghs", 
"Lighs", ond "Lees". Great Leigha contains about 2000 acres. There aro 
yarsotios of soil in this district with considerable areas of waste land, Tho 
omors of these possessions in Saxon tinos were Edric, Eogar, Soalpin, Godric, 
and Ulmar; and at tho timo of the general survey they belonged to Dapifor, 
odfroy landevillo and Budo, Bishop of Bayoux. ‘The church by ite form ond 
materials appours 40 old as tho Saxon ora; 4t has o round tower of flint and — 
stonos at the wost ond, abovo which is a tall octagonal steeple containing five ’ 


belle, Tho door at the woot hao o handsome comi-ciroulear arch with chovron 
mouldings. The chance] seems to hive beon built since tho body and the nayo, 
and tho walle of the whole building are of great thickness but woak in appear- 
ance and supported by massive buttresses. Tho churchyard ie vory spacious, 


Braintree. 


Tho parish of Braintroo, on the rivor Btour, is about 40 milos northeast 
of London and 15 miles from Colchester, with which place it 40 connected by 
tho old Roman road from 8t, Albans to Colchester. Chelmeford, whore the Rov, 
Thoma Hooker oamo from, io about 11 miles south, while Booking is soparated 
fron Braintreo by tho width of o street. Braintree mas on tho groat thorough- 
fare from London into Suffolk. Bury ond Sudbury coaches passed daily through 
4t. Tho principal mnufacturo was long baize, chiefly exported to Spain and 
Portugal, and which employed mny hands. The parich of Braintree io not vory 
large, the soil ie variouss 4 few hops are grow in it; the rivor Stour waters 
the parish, over which river there aro three brick bridges, one on the road te 
Withan, another on tho road to Cholmsford and tho third on that to Dunmow. 

Braintroe woo called "Raines" in Domonday book. It is one of the polling 

places for North Eosex and is tho seat of tho Braintree Poor Law Union. Ite 
parish church, St. Michaolse, ie a fino Gothic edifice of oarly date. A com 
exchange and mochanico institute my also bo mentioned among tho buildings of the 
tom. Tho Bishop of London ot ono time had « palace here, but thore are no ~ 
remains of it now. Manufacturen of fine sill and damask and orepe, which onploy 
about a thousand poopel, have quite superceded that of woolen cloth which was 
introduced by the Flemish who flod to England to esoape the persecutions of tho 
Duke of Alva. Straw plaiting io aloo carried on. Thore is 4 free school in the 


tom. Thore are to annual fairs of three dayo each which aro hold commencing 
May 7th and October 2nd.

Niekolas Kellogg, the first Kellogg found in the public records of England, 
was born about 1488, as ie showm in hie deposition in 1546. He mrried 

was buried in Debden, May 17, 1556. Hie widow Plorence wae buried thore &lso, 
on November 6, 1571. Where Nickolas came from, or vhother hie ancesters had 
lived for many generations in Essex Co. ia not knom, He was 4n Debden and 
was a witness to the will of William Mall, his father-in-law, on Oct, 4, 1515, 


Abstract of Will of William Hall of Debden, A, D. 1515.3

"In the name of God, Amen, ‘The Ath day of October, 1515, I, William 
Hall of Debden, whole in mind, ote. make my testament in this wises First I 
bequeath my soul, ete, My body to be buried in the churchyard of All Hallowee 
6f Debden. To the High Altar 12d; to the holy rood, etc. Item I owe to Joan 
Hall 2 pounds. After the decease of Florence my wife, ete. I give to John 
Bye my brother, ete.--------Witnesses: Sir William Mason, Thomas Hockley, 
and Niekolas Keylogg." 


In the Lay Subsidy returne for Debden in the hundred of Uttlesford, County 
Eesex, Jan, 28, 1525, (there were none before 1525 giving names), Nickolas 
Kellog of Debden is taxed on moveables valued at 40 shillings, and William 
Kellog on moveables valued at 60 shillings. In 1543 Nickolas Kelhogge was 
tamed on his goods 68, Od; on March_, 1545, Nickolas Kyllyogge gave 128 as 
benevolences; in March 1557 Willian Kellogg was taxed on lands valued at 40 
shillings. 

The names of all of Nickolas Kellogg's children are not knom, aa he did 
not mention them in his will, and the earliest entries in the parish register are 
im the year of his death. ‘Tho Manorial Court Rolls indicate that he had at 
least two sonst William and Thome, From the frequency of the name in the 
registers of Debden it would seem to have been the home of several Kellogg 
fenilies, and the similarity of the christian names of Kelloggs in the neigh- 
borhood parishes « generation later indicates that 411 were descended from the 
Debden family. The descent of property from Willian Hall to tho son and greate 
grandson of Nickolas Kellogg may be traced by the wills of William and Alice 
Kellogg, and the Rolls of the Manorial Court of Debden.

Martin Kellogg, son of Philippe, mrried Prudence, daughtor of John Bird of 
Bishops Stortford. There wio a John Dird in Debden, perhaps son of Philippe 
Bird, tho woo associated with the Kelloggs as a witnesa to willa, as well as a 
supervisor. Ono Willian Bird mrried in Great Leighs in 1645, Anna, daughter 
of Thomas Kellogg.) .

premises by the name of one customry cottage called ‘Masses! otherwise lmsses 
Tenement (thon in the tenure of John Gowoll or Cowell) to tho use and behoof of 
Martin Kellogg of Braintree weaver ond hic heirs. The same ifartin io adnitted", 

On April 3, 1648, he surrendered a part of this tenement to hic son John, 
It is found that hoe appeared in the Archbishops Court at Braintree in 16359 and 
1640, in company with the Vicar, and it is probable that ho was one of the 
church wardons. He wac taxed in Braintree in 1666 for two hoarths, 20 fo shom ~ 
in the Lay Suboidy Returns for Braintree. (The Hearth Tax, o payment to the King 
of 2 ohillingo on every hearth in @11 houses paying to the church ond poor, mo ~ 
first established by Statutes 13 and 14, Car, II, although a similar tax under 
the name of "fwmgo" or "smoke furthings" wo © oustom of great antiquity, — 
mention thereof being made in Domesday book. This tax, whibh was ospecially 
obnoxious on account of ite inquisitorial nature, was finally abolished by 
Statute 1, Willian & Mary.

This ferry, oopecially with tho inn-keeping privilege which went with it, prob 
ably proved to bo quite 2 lucrative bwinoss. Espooially during the tim of 
King Philip's Wer soldiers wore froquontly crossing the river, somotimen by 
the hundrede,(Judd,p.184) and the ferrymon wore kept busy. OM June Me Wie 
the Court ordorod that "Joseph Kollogg, forryusin of Hadley, bo gp pounds 
for lose of his team impressed for the cov service, and with reference 
to hie ferriago of soldiore” (Judd,p.164 and Hopkins, p. a7).

1661-2, coccurs: "Lt. Joseph Kellogg taxed 200, 94," A tax rate for tom dobte 
in the early part of 1687 gives “Lieut. Joseph Kellogg, 18 a, td." (Judd,p.203—4) 

Early in the history of Now Ingland, military companies, or "train bande" 
ao they wore called, wore formed to protect tho settlers. As carly as Way 16, 
1661, Hadley voted that there should be a train band. The County Court approved 
the ohoico of Joseph Kollogg us Sergeant of the compeny (its highest officor at 
the time) in March, 1663. (Judd,p. 216). On May 9, 1678, the General Court of 
Massachusetts appointed him Enoign in the Foot Co. in Hadley; and on Oot. 7th, 
gane year, Lieutenant in tho ame company (Judd.p. 219). Ho served a Lieutenant 
wntil 1692, and sustained worthily his part in the struggle with the Indians and 
the defence of the frontier, He was in commnd of the Hadley troops, as Sergeant, 
at the famous Tumors Falls fight on Iay 19, 1676, an engagement which broke the 
power of the river tribes. (Judd,p. 163-65). 

He was a prominent citizon of the tom of Hadley, In Alice M. Walkers 
"Historic Hadley" there is montion of him: - "Joseph Kellogg, the firet forrymn, 
had built hie house on the forry lot at tho south end of the street, whore ho 
received as fare" oto eto. "The ferrymn was also allowed to keep and ‘ordinary’ 
and entertain strangers. Lieut. Joseph, who afterward because the father of é 
twenty children, had quite a fanily évon now, and with his ferry passengers and 
guests, ho, for one, could not have had mich time to aseiet in the buliding of 
the meoting house" etc. "A strangor coming into Hadley from the’ south, in 
1663, would croes tho river with Joseph Kellogg's ferry boat and would possibly 
teke dinner with him and his numerous family, in tho ferry house at Aqa 
Vitse meadow". Zpagen 11 and 14), 

In 1661, whan Joseph Kellogg settled in Hadley hic estate was assessed at — 
one hundred pounds, and at the time of his death his personal ostate alone was 
inventoried at about four hundred pounds and he had previously given various 
pund to his childron. He seone to havo boon energetic, of a otrong, oturdy 
charactor, an affectionate husband and father, and to havo borne 4 creditable 
part in the strugglos of tho carly oottlers, (Mopkins). — F 

Lieutenant Joseph Kellogg died probably about the first of February, 1708.

Abigail Kellogg, the wife of Lioutenant Joseph, wis & daughter of Stephen 
Terry, one of the most prominent men of Hadley, and a descendant of the rather 
famous Torry and White families of England, It ie possible thet in marrying 
Joseph Kellogg sho lowered somewhat her station in life, ae it may have been 
considered at the time, At any rate, in 1675, she was one of those presented 
by the Grand Jury at the March Court in Hampshire a8 persons of om) estate 
who "use to wear silk contrary to lew", (Hopkine, p. 20, 4100 Judd, p. 91). 
She was acquitted, but this attempt to enforce the sunptuery laws against her 
shows that her husbands estate at that time was below the 200 pounds needed to 
allow her to wear "gold or silver lace, gold or silver buttons, bone lace above 
ash. per yard, or silk hoods or searfe", which the good mon of the period looked

Abigail Kellogg died probably about 1726, when her will was proved. A copy 
of the will is as follows:

as ooeasion might require. My father was a man of about my om height, 5 feet, 
6 inches, but was @ heavy set man, Weighing about 165 or 170 pounde.

These Godly People resolved to live together, 
and therefore as they made choice of those two Revd, Servants of God, Mr. John 
Warhan and Mr. John Maverick to be their ministers, eo they kept a solem Day of 
Fasting in the New Hospital at Plymouth in England, spending it in Preaching and 
Praying: then that wo man of God If.

On June 6th, the first Sunday after the landing, services of grati- 
tude and ise were held under the open eky. 

Terry is montioned in a1] lista of those first settlers of Dor- 
chester. He registered Freeman on Oct, 19, 1630, and allowed Freeman and tool 
the oath on May 18, 1651. On April 5, 1633, in a list of emers of "cones", 
who were to unite in putting up 4 fence, "mr. Terry" had 2 cows ond put up 40 
feet of fence. On Feb, 10, 1634, "ur, Terry" was among those appointed to view 
the pales. In Grantees of meadow land in Dorchester about 1634, "Mr. Tery” had 
i2 seres. He wis hold in good repute and was appointed Constable, as in Coll.

In the spring of 1636, Stephen Terry removed from Dorchester to Windsor, 
Conn, with the Rev. John Warhan and the major part of tho church in Dorchester, 
thus becoming one of tho first settlers of Windsor, one of the three oldest 
toms in Connocticutt. His first appearance on the tom records is in 1637, 
when he was granted lend by the tom. His home lot in Windsor was 74 1/2 rods 
wide, moxt to Geo.

In Windsor Stephen Terry was several tines a member of the grand jury, and 
of the jury of "life and death", He served on the comaittee for laying out 
highways, and wae Constable. 

Qn March 11, 1657/8 a troop of cavalry, of 37 men, the first in the 
colony, Wan organized by the General Court and placed wider the command of 
capt. John Mason. Among the troopers was Stephen Terry, (History of Windsor 
by Stiles, p. 176-77). 

About 1660, Stephen Terry removed to Hadley, Mass, A plot of that village 
in 1665 shows hie lot in the "Meadow plein". He was rated at 200 pounds and 
had meerly 9 acres of land assigned to him, (None was rated higher than he though 
gevera) were rated the same). 

Stephen Terry was the first Constable of Hadley, March 1662 (Judds Hist, 
of Hedley, p. 79). “Substantial men were elected to thie office". In 1667, he 
was one of the four Selectmen, (same, p. 446),

Stephen Belden died in Hatfield, Oct. 6, 1720, Hic will, dated Sopt. 23, 


1720, nentions hio "eldest son 5 Bel *. To him he gave "what I havo 
already advanced to him amounting (as I judgo) neor to an hundred pounds, as also 
an equal of my real and personal estate with the rest of my sons above 


named", otce He also mentions his loving wifo Mary, his other three sons, 
Samuel, Jonathan and Joshw, and daughters. The will was proved Oct, 29, 1720, 
Tho widow Mary Boldeno administration bond was dated Jan, 2, 1720/21. (‘The 
will and estate papers are in Box 13, no, 18 in the registry at Northampton. 
Tho will io pub, in the Bolden genealogy, p. 86-91).

John,2? Walter’), wao born presumbly in Hatfield, Fob, 22, 1689. In Hatfiold ho 
ras a Sergeant of troops and on Aug. 30, 1703, the tom of Hatfield voted to 
fortify tho houses of several people, among them that of Sergeant Boldon. In 
1720, in an allotment of land, "Sergt. Stephen Bel ® 49 mentioned. 

He lived in Swampfield for a time, but in 1716 (Dec, 17) "Steven Belden of 
Svampfield" agreed with the inhabitants of Northfield to build a grist mill in 
that latter tow, and he probably removed to Northfield. He later built a sav- 
mill there also,his interest in which he sold to hie brother Jonathan on April 
10, 1728. On Mov. 15, 1721, he bought an island in the river, and it ie named 
in on old French mip of a date soon after as "Bolding'o Island". 

He served in Capt. Joseph Kellogs's company during "Father Ralles War", 
in 1723-24. His name appears in 4 muster roll of that c fron Nov. 20, 
1723 to May 30, 1724, as "Stephen Bold of Northfield". (History of Northfield, 
by Temple and Sheldon, p. 197 and 208), (Also the Belden genealogy, p. 101). He 
was among the number who "went up to ye great falle" on a scouting trip. 

He appears on & tax list of Northfield Feb. 12, 1729. He was one of those 
to pay the largest tax. In a division of the comon lande in 1751, Stephen Belden 
received lot no. 47 containing 37 3/4 acres. In 1732 the tom of Northfield 
was in sone difficulty about the survey of the tom and Stephen Belden went to 
Boston and labored with the governor and legislature about it but to no avail. 
Then Capt. Benjanin Wright, aged 73, Belden's father in lew, went on o sinilar 
errand ond succeeded in straightening things out. 

Stephon Belden died in Northfield, Feb. 19, 1736. The inecription on his 
tombstone reads; 

"Here Lies Interred lr, 
Stephon Belden 
He died Feb, 19, 1736 
In She 47th Year Of Hin Age " 

His will, dated May 10, 1731, was recorded March 9, 1735/6. In it he gives to

THE BEARDSLEY PAMILY 


‘ was born in England in 1605, Ho was probably fron St, 


Albans in Hertfordshire, as he brought from there, in Leis erro for his sailing 
from London "A certificate from the minister thoro and attestation from tho 
Justice of the Peace to London, according to tho Lords' order". From London 
ho sailed 2x on the ship "Planter" on the 2nd of April, 1635. There wero 57 
enigrants in «ll in tho company. (In the company wero the Tuttles also, and as 
they are considered to have come from Devon, although thoy brought from St, 
Albano © similar cortificate, it in possible that William Boardsley aloo ms 
from Devonshire or some other place than St, Albans), Willian Beardeley brought 
with him his’ wife and children. Thoy are given on the list of tho ship® company 
ae Willian Beardsley aged 50, wife Mary aged 26, Mary 4 yre, John 2, and Joseph 
6 mo. Thoy arrived at Boston in July 1635, William Beardsley took tho Froemans 
oath in Maoo, Dec. 7, 1636, as "Will, Beandseley". In the Custon Mouse record 
asa ° 
as bender sae 32 ceeere yt. ct he sevtiod at Concord, Maes, and became one of Rev. 
Poter Bulkley's congregation there and emigrated with other plantero fron that 
lace to Stratford, Conn. Possibly he went first to Hartford or Wothorsfield. 

Kt any rate ho wao one of the first settlers of Stratford, on Oct, 3, 1639; and 
was ono of the founders of the church there, 

Willian Beardsley was a Deputy from Stratford to the General Court in 1645 
and later for seven annul sessions from 1646, At the Sept, 1649 session, 
"Mr, Ludlow waa desired to take care for preparing the souldgers with provisions 
and 211 othe nocessaryes for the designe in the two Tomes; and Mr, Hull and 
William Beardoley are chosen therein", At the Oct, session, 1651, he was 
appointed one of the three Assistants to the Magistrates for the exocution of 
Justice in the "tomes by tho sea-side", He was a large lendholder in Stratford. 

He died in 1661. His will, entered in vol. 2 of Stratford tom records, 
is in the probate court at Fairfield. Court proceedings in regard to it are 
dated July 6, 1661. The will, which io dated Sept. 28, 1660, mentions his sons 
end daughters, his wife, etc, The inventory of his estate amounted to about 
327 pounds, 

The name of his wife io not nom. In a list of inhabitants of Stratford, 
March 28, 1668, waa "widow Bearslye, ye wife of Ym, Bearalye",

While tho exact line of descont from John Wright of Kelvedon ie comenhat in 
dispute, that given below seems to bo the best authenticated, and talon from 
tho latest suthoritios, 


John Wright Of Kolvodon was born in Brentwood, Eosox, Ilo wao granted a 
paronetoy on June 20, 1509, and was Lord of Kelvedon Hall, thich ho purchased 


1550. Ie died Oct. 5, 1551, Ho narriod O14¥e whe died in 
1340 John Wright and fiie wife Olive are bo in St, Marye church at 
Kelvedon, nbout 3 mileo from South Weald, (They both have brass monuments in 
the church). The will of John Wright of Kelvedon, dated Sept, 25, 1551, and prov 
ea Nov. 2%, 1551, is on record in the Essex Register, Thorndor 117 and aloo (an 
other copy) in Register Bastwick., (It io pub, on pages 18-19 of History of the 
Wright fanily by Wm, H. Wright).

On March 4, 1717 he was appointed 
Surveyor of the highways, and on Dec, 17, 1717 he und Enoign Fiold wore appointed 
to take the liet of the polls, lands, ote for levying the first tom tax. 

Ho was a famous Indian fighter, one of the most active. He often led 
scouting parties oo fur ao Canada, His exploits fill a large space in the history 
of the Connecticutt valley, He was a Captain of troops; and 72s wounded on 
April 22, 1711. (for records of his Indian war services seo Mass, Archives, vol. 
70, ps 3&4, 326; and vol. 71, p. S44, 505, otc). 

Benjamin Wright married (1) Thankful Taylor, (born 1663), daughter of 
Capt. John Taylor of Nor thampton and his nite ‘Dunkful Woodward. Tate of 
marriage was larch 22, 1680. She died April 4, 17015 ond he married (2) July 
17, 1701, Mary Bakor of Springfield. , 

Benjamin Wright died in 1743. His will, dated May 10, 1731, was proved 
March 13, 1743.

He died in Springfield April 30, 1662. On his death bed he mado a verbal 
will which was sworn to by certain witnesses and which the Court allowed, The 
inventory of his estate amounted to 181 pounds, t4sh; with debts of 50 pounds, 
(45 of which was to the storekeeper in Springfield. This debt was later paid in 
full by his wife). On the record in Springfield it appears “Honry Burt ie 
Clerk of ye writts) dyed ye 50" of April 1662 in y= evening & wee buried May 1, 


(62)". 

Henry Burt married, in Engiand, Dec. 28, 1619, Eulalia Marche, (the name 
io written in the Burt Genealogy in the Congressional library in Washington, and 
also in the copy in the N. Y. Public library where also is written the above 
date). She died in Springfield Aug. 19, 1690. It iu recorded "Widow Vlaliah 
Burt was sick and died Aug, 19, 1690". She left © will, dated May 27, 1664, in 
which she montions her daughter Elizabeth, among others. It was proved Sept. 30, 


1690.

John’ Taylor of Windsor, Conn, He probably cane to Windsor with Rev, Hust!s 
company in August, 16359. Re was a juror in 1 1 and 1644, On Nov. 24, 1645, 
heaving "fully intended and prepared for & voyege to England", ho made his will, 
in which he mentions his step-daughters, (ho had evidently married a widow), also 
his two sons. This will was presented for probate in 1694, by his son John. 
Soon after making his will, John Taylor sailed from New Haven in the famous 
"Phantom Ship" which was lost at sea, (It sailed in Janwry, 1646, containing 
& great cargo of weree from New Haven, snd @ numerous company of passengers, 
Nothing was ever neard from it and its fate is one of the great mysteries of 
colonial timos, The loss of this ship wae one of the things which broke the 
preeperity of New Haven as a great trading place. or years people in New Haven 
used to think they saw a mirage or something similar of a groat ship in full 
sail relected in the sky). 

John Taylor married Rhoda - Whether she wos the mother of his 
two sons or not, is not kmom., She married again after hie death, to a man 
named Hoyt of Norwalk, Conn, 

One of the two sons of John Taylor Sr. was; 


Joh Taylor Jr. Bora about 1641. le removed frou Windsor to Northampton. 
His name appears on & petition against imposts there Feb. 19, 1668; also on a 
ceneus of Northampton Feb. 8 1678 He was a grantee of Northfiold in 1683, 
and removed and settled there, He was a Captain of troops in the Indian wars 
of the period, and wee killed by the Indians, while in command of a party of 
horsemen in pursuit of Siour de Montegrieg's (1) party after the destruction of 
Pascommuck, May 13, 1704.

The bond of Thankful Taylor as administrator of her husbands estate

Thomas’ Hanchott, born in England, came to this cowmtry some time before 
1642. He first apnorrs on the records in Wethersfield, Com., whore he had 
a home lot granted to him Feb, 25, 1642. He was taxed in Wethersfield for 4 
acres of lend as oarly as feb. 1647/8, and in Jan, 1650, the tom gave him 20 
acres, (Adams & Stiles, Hist, of Wethersfield, vol, 1, p. 40, 2763 vol, 2,p. 
Prom Wethersfield he removed to New London in 1651 and his name also appears 
on the records of Saybrook.

His wife Hameh Lungton was 
a witness in 4 slander trial there, when a Josoph Pann charged Sarah Bridgeman 
with calling his wife a witch, ete (Trumbull, p. 43). 

George Langton and Hannah Langton wore among the signers to the church 
covenant in Northampton during the first Domes (frumbull, p. 107). In 1672, 
"Georgo Lankton" way among those contributing to the support of Harvard Colloge. 
gad among those signers of 4 petition against imposts, from Hadley, Fob, 19, 
1668. 

George Langton married (1) » end (2) Hanneh, the widow of 
Edmund Haynes. By second wife he had one child. Othor children wero by first 
wife. He died in Northampton, Dec. 29, 1676. 

Among his children, by his first wife, was:

THE FAMILY 


The Tremain (Treman, Truman) family ie of Norman origin. The original 
name was Tremtyne; (meaning: three hands), The Tromaynes came to England with 
William the Conqueror. ‘The first of tho name of whom thore is certain know 
ledge wae Perys ie who was © resident of Cornwall in the reign of 
Edward III (1512-1577). His descendants were seated in Cornwall for many goner~ 
ations. There is an old sayings "By Tre, Pol, and Pen, you may know the 
Cornish men". Tho first of the family with changed name was the Rey, Henry 
Trowmn, who was inotituted Rector of Cromwell, Nottinghanshire, July 27, 1635. 
His successor wao the Rev, Joseph Truman, 

In America the name is variously spelleds Tremain, Truman, Treman, ete, 
The first of the name in this cowmtry and tho founder of the family here waes 


Josep Tremain was born probably in Nottinghamshire, England, He was 
married in England but the name of his wife or anything definite about her is 
unknowne It is said that he came to this coutry in company with a brother 
who settled in Virginia. He first appears with his wife and perhaps some of 
his children in New London, Conn, in 1666, In 1667 he appears in a list of in- 
habitants there. (Caulkins, Ps 146); and in 1667 he wae chosen Constable. That 
year also he purchased from Alexander Piggins some land. In 1670 he purehased 
from Hugh Roberts his establishment for tanning, which was located in a meadow 
near the entrance of Cape Ann lane.(Caulkins, p, 142), Truman Brook and Truman 
street are named after him and his family, He had two tanneries, one at each 
end of this street on Truman brook. He appears as plaintiff in law suite in 
1682, 16835 and 1685. ‘ 

He died in New London in 1697. His will, dated in 1696, mentions four 
children: Joseph Jr, Thomas, Elizabeth, end Mary. (His daughter Anna had died 


before the will was made). 
Among the children of Joseph Tremain wae:

‘Thomas Tremain, (son of Joseph’), was born in New London, Conn in 1681. 
He married Susanna Mosier, "He made profession of Christian faith, entered into 
covenant with God, and was baptized, Feb, 14, 1751".

Oct, 11, 1743. Tho bond of tho widow Robocea Tremain, to pay debts of deceased 
is dated Sept. 15, 1743. Surety mao Jonathan Tromin, (the will ond other 
paper io in Box 150, no, 11, in the Rogistry at Northamton). 


His widow, Rebocoa Tremin, married (2), August 6, 1745, Daniel Cooley 
of Bedford. (Nootficld tom records, p, £0) 
the children of Philip and Rebecea Tremain wores Rachel, who 
married Thoms Pior Jr,; Nathaniel who marriod Sarah Kolloggs ands 
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Benjanin’ Trenmain (oon of Philip, son of Thome, son of Joseph), wae born 
in Westfield, Peb. 2, 1724, (Westfield tom records, p. 44). Ho lived first in 
Westfield, then in Sheffield, and in Egremont and Great Barrington. He mrried 
at Shoffield, May 1, 1749, Rhoda Pior, (born Aug. 1, 1752), daughtor of Thomas 
Pier and wife Mergaret. On August 21, 1757, Benjamin Tremain and Rhoda Tremain 
woro admitted to the church in Great Barrington; and on Oct, 9, 1757, Sarah, 
Rhoda, Joseph and Solomon Tremain his children wore baptized there. Later other 
children were baptized as they were born. (Records of the church at Great Bar- 
rington, "the Bnd church of Christ in Shoffiold"beginning in 1743, now on do~ 
posit in copy form at the Berkshire Athenews ot Pittsfield, Macs), Evidently 
Benjamin Tremin camo to Great Barrington with his wife and the four older 
children about that time, 1757, 

On theso sane church records is the note that Rhoda Tremin, wife of 
Benjanin Tremain died Jan, 28, 1768, This is given in Groat Barrington Vital 
Records. 

In 1754, Benjamin Tremin was the signer of a petition to build a fort in 

tt. Hie name appears among those inhabitants "woot of Sheffield and east 
of Nobletom" signing a petition on Oct. 29, 1757 (Genealogical mag. vol. 1, 
4th series, p. 65). Me appears on a tax list of Egremont in 1761. 

There are various reforences to Benjamin Tremin on the land records of 
Berkshire Co, rocorded in tho County court house at Pittsfield: 

Denjanin Tremin "of Westfield" bought land in Poonoutuc (Pittefield), 
July 20, 1748, from John Tremiin aloo of Westfield (records at Northazpton?), 
Bonjamin Tremain "of Sheffield" sold this same land on Oct, 19, 1752, Benjanin 
Tromain of Shoffield bought land in that tom, Jan, 3, 1749 (deed recorded 1765, 
with deed of 1751 selling same property).

Tii& GRANGER FAMILY 


Lawoolot. Granger, opparontly tho first of the family in America, woo 
probably of a Cayalier family (as hic name would indicate), rather than Puritan, 
Thoro io a tradition that he wao kidnappod in England, brotught to America, and 
sold 48 an apprentico at Plymouths that aftor his apprenticeship was servod, he 
vent over into the Massachusetts Bay colony and later wont back to England to 
claim his rightful inheritance, having various exciting advontures there, Hor 
ever much truth thore may be in 411 thio, it io cortain that he mo vory woalthy 
for so young 4 man when he lived in Ipswich and Newbury. 

The records of Ipswich are vory moager, and the first and only reference 
to Launcelot Grangor is on Doc, 19, 1648, in a list of those who woro taxed for 
the support of Major Dennison the tom leader. "Launslot Granger" contributed 
4 shillings, one of the largest sums. (Mass, Gon. & Hist. Reg. p. 50). 

Launcelot Granger wao never a momber of the church at Ipswich or Newbury, (The 
names of all members at Newbury are on record and his name io not among thom). 
He was novor a Freoman, nor did he vote in Newbury, and yot he was a large pro- 
perty holder, While living in Ipswich he courted and mrriod the daughter of 
a Puritan and on elder of the church, © man of position and means. "Tho Puritans 
were bitter in theirhatrod of anyone outside thoir church and they refused to 
aosociate with him. But in ono respect they tolerated him, If tho son of 
Belial was rich, they pernitted their daughtera to marry hin", "Launcelot, 

a child of Satan, married « daughter of Robort Adams, @ Puritan of the otrictest 
hue. He must have returned from England tho socond time, supplied with that 
golden disinfectant which made hin acceptable to the nootrile of the old Puritan 
as a son-in-law", 

Launcelot Granger, married Jan, 4, 1654, Joanna Adams, daughter of Robort 
Adams of Ipswich and Newbury. § That same month, January 1654, ho contracted 
with Richard Kent Jr. of Newbury for the rental of tho whole of Kent Island, in 
Newbury, for 46 pounds a year---a goodly rental in those days---, With tho is- 
land was included in the lease 16 cows, 4 oxen, and tho now house which had just 
been erected’ on the highest point of the island (a large house, with ontire 
firot story of brick,--one of the finest in the colony ot that time), Asa 
newly married man, in order to om or lease such © property, Launcelot Granger 
must certainly have been rich. In this house on Kent Island, Newbury, he lived 
from Jonuary 1654 until tho sumer of 1674, when ho removod to Suffield, Conn. 

In this house all his children were born. 

In the sumer of 1674, Launcelot Granger removed to Suffield, Com. (three 
yoars after the founding of the tom in 1670-1), With him came his two sons 
George ond Thomas, The root of the family probably followed later, On Sept, 14, 
1674, the tom of Suffield granted to Launcelot Granger 60 acros, and to his 
sons George and Thomas 40 acres apicce (although tho sone woro not yet of age). 
On June 12, 1678 his homo lot on Iligh Streot was located for him by the tom, and 
lots for tho two sons on each side, These lots wore among the best in the tom. 
At the firot tom meoting in Suffield, March 9, 1681/2 Launcolot Grangor was one 
of the voters. Ile was several times chosen Measurer of Land for the tom. 

During the Indian ware of 1675-78, tho people of Sufficld fled to Nest- 
field for protection. In describing an Indian fight at Vostfield, Oct. 26, 1675, 
Rev, Mr, Taylor, minister at Westfield said; "A Mr, Granger was seriously wounded 
in the leg", Launcelot Granger wao extremely lame for tho reminder of his life 
in consequence of this wound. He died in the house which he had built in 
pesvielts ter 3, 1689 (p. 33 Suffield tom records), lie wife wma still liv-

On the Court record for 1691, "Goorgo Granger of Suffield 
being presented to the Court for neglecting publick worship of dod, ote, peti- 
tioning the Court plosding his oicknoss, worlness, and want of clothes thio cold 
winter, this court ordered that the worshipful Col. Pynchon send for him, before 
him, and admonish hin". 


George Granger mrriod, April 26, 1693, Lydia Yoynglove, daughter of Rov. 
John Youngloye ond his wife Sarah. Ho ws tho fathor of o largo family, but 


seens to have been unable to provide for tho samo, at any rate for his wife, 
who had to be supported by the tom. ‘The tom tried to compol George to support 
her, but unsuccessfully. On Nov. 29, 1717, at a tom mootings "Tho tom granted 
William Huxley half a crom for digging George Grangors childe grave". In 1716 
and 1717 the tom voted money to support Mrs, Granger, In 1727 the tom voted 
"to alow three shillings a week for the keeping of Liddia Grangor", and later in 
the year voted “to bare the charge of caring Liddia Granger the wifo of George 
Granger to tho House of Correction" (the poor house!). . She died soon after, 
neglected by husband and son, (The town had tried to got the son to support his 
nother, but also unsuccessfully). This neglect of hie wife, or ‘goneral diolike, 
drove George Granger and a)i his family from Suffiold. They went into the 
country and settled in the parish of Turkey Hillo (now East Granby), in Simsbury, 
Conn, about 5 miles west of the Suffield meeting house,

This Adams family of Newbury 10 thought to have been connected with tho Adans 
family of Quinoy, and to have boon dosconded, like the lattor, from an old 
Wolsh Adpms or Ap Adam family, but the connooction has never been authonticated,

Robert Adeno, a tailor, of Nowbury, had been born in England, some oay in 
Devonshizo, others York. He mao mrried in England and had two children born 
there: John and Joanna. He oscoms to have beon in Ipswich as oarly as 1655, but 
later removed to Newbury whore he lived the reminder of his life. flo wo a mn 
of "good eotate", a Freemin, and leading Church member, He wo a tailor, and the 
large hand made chears ho used are still in the possession of Stephen P. Hale of 
Newbury, © descondant. 

He died Oct, 12, 1682, and was buried at the"lower groon? His will and 
the inventory of his ostate aro on record, Tho will, dated larch 7, 1600/61, mo 
proved Nov. 27, 1662. In the will are mentioned his second wifo Sarah, widow 
of Henry Short, (by whom he had no children), hic children and various desoen- 
dante. "To daughter Joanna, wife of Launcelot Granger, ono cow"; and agains 
"to daughter Joanna Granger my pewter tankard and a pevter bowl". Sho waco thon 
living in distant Syffiold, Conn. It ie doubtful if she ever received tho cowl 

Robort Adame was 2 farmer as woll as a tailor and tho inventory of his 
estate shows 140 acres inoluding orchards, valued at 600 pounds, live stock at 
o4 pounds, and funiture at 227.17 pounds; o total of 916.17 pounds. (Thie io 
a large amount for furniture. Evidently Robert Adams lived in a large house well 
furnished) . ‘ 

Robert Adame married (1) Eleanor Wilmot. She died June 12, 1677; and ho 
married (2) Peb, 6, 1678, Sarah (Glover) Short, widow of Henry Short. She died 
in Newbury Oct, 24, 1697.

Rev, John Younglove, (oon of Same) ), was born in Ipswich in 1638. In 
1667 he was aprointed, with John Pynchon, 4% comnittoe for settling Quaboag, 
afterward Brookfield, Mass, He preached at North Brookfield; then taught } 
school at Hadley, and came to Suffield, Conn, ae that tom!s first minister 
about 1679.

In Suffield, Nov. 7, 1679, the tom voted "to build a dwelling house for the 
encouragenont of Mr. John Younglove to bocome their minister", and at the same — 
tine granted to him 60 acren of lund, At tho first tom mooting, March 9, ' 
1681/2, he was one of tho fow qualified votero. He we probably not an ordained 
ninister, although the prefix Rev. is cometimos found on the records. He seend 
to have had trouble with hio ministry in Brookfield, and again in Suffield.

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THE MOSHER (MOSIER) PAMILY 


The Mosher fanily, according to carliest tradition, wore located in Alsace, 
about 1580, noar Strassburg. Mosier is the French form of tho namo, They 
pore Protestants and fled to England prior to 1600, whore they located in Man- 
chester, Chester, and London. ‘There wore 5 brothers in Manchester in 1616, 
partnoro as ofilk morchants and weavers: Willian, John, Thomas, Stepher! and 
George Mosher . 

Enoign Hugh Hosher, (a son of Stephen! one of these five brothers in Man- 
chester) sailed for America and reached Boston in 1636. He first sottled in

THE PIER FAMILY 


The ancestry of Thomas Pier of Groat Barrington, whose daughter married 
Bonjemin Tremain, has not been worked out, From references in his will it 
would seen thet he was a descendant of the original Richard Pearse or Pierce, 
who eottled at an early date et Pemaquid in Maine, _ At some tine the name 
was changed to Pier, That Pierce, howover, was tho family name, might be 
inferred from thk fact that e Levi H. Piers, know to be a descendant of tho 
Thomas Pier of Great Barrington, settlod soon after the Revolution in Middle~ 
field tomship of Otsego Go., N. Y. (near Cooperstown). It is possible 
that the Thomas Pier of Great Parrington was the son of a William Pierce of 
Suffield, or of & Thomas Pier of Lyme, Conn. (See notee on following pages). 


Thomas Pier of Great Barrington, Moss, was living there from about 
1745 at any pate. In a History of Great Barrington, by Charles J, Taylor, 
appear the following references to Thomas Pier: 

In 2 sale of the church seatings, in the uppor tomehip of Sheffield, 
April 9, 1746, "To Serg't Thomas Pier the pew under the stairs at the west end", 
(page 83). In a@ list of the earliest settlers of the tom, south of the bridge, 
between 1726 and 1730: "Thomas Pier” (p, 103). "Thomas pier, commonly known a8 
Sergeant, dicd in the autwm of 1778 He wo the father of Thomas" otc, etc, 


"and of Rhoda, the wife of Renjemin Tremin of mt" (p, 116). In a list 
of the proprietors at the land division in 173>-41 "Thomas Pier-—2 rights", 
(pe 22) . 


Om the land records of Berkehire Co, hoginning 1762, there Gre various 
references +o Thomas Pier, buying or selling lend. One deed from "Thomas Pier 
Senr. of Greet Barrington, yeoman" to Oliver Pier, of some lots in Great Barring 
ton, is dated Oct, 28, 1765, recorded Oct, 30. (Book 3, p. 450) 

The whll of Thomas Pier is dated January 23, 1777, und wes recorded 
in January, 1779. In it he calle himself" Thomas Pier of Great Barrington, 
yeoman", and gives (1) to "well beloved son Thomas Pier" a double part of the 
estates (2) to son Oliver Pier 1 part equal to 1/2 what Thomas gets; to eon 
Ethan Pier @ part equal to 1/2 what Oliver getsy to children of daughter Roda 
deceased who wo wife of Benjamin Trimin same as Ethan gots; to daughter Ruth 
Church for spetial reasons mo hereunto moving sum of 5 shillings; to grandson 
Aaron Roberts sum of 5 shillings; to grandson Willian Roberts sum of 5 pounds; 
to granddaughter Lucy Cary sua of 5 pounds; and to grandsons and Asa Bddy grand- 
son to my wife land in the Eastern country viz, Pennequid at New Harbour and 
Misuneus, equilly deviding among them excepting John and Aaron Roberts; appoints 
pon Thomas Pier sole executor. Witnesses vere Trumen Wheler, James Lathan, 
and Midean Oles. Will recorded Janwry, 1779. ( Pill records, np, 956, in 
registry at Pittsfield, Berkshire Co.) A distribution of hie real estate is 
recorded on Nuv. 3, 1794, to his hoirss Thoms, Oliver and Ethan Pier and the 
heirs of Rhoda Triman,

THE PEIROE, PEARSE FAMILY 


—— 


John Pierce, merchant of London, (son of Richard Pierce, Poarce, of 
pearce ipl] in Yorsshire), wae very influential in the settlement of Plymouth, 
Masoachusette. When the Plymouth colony settlers in Mov. 1620, were oeeking 
a charter to validate their settlemont the mde application for one and it was 
granted, on June 1, 1621, in the name of John Peirce, "citizen and cloth-vorker 
of London"and hie useociates, The charter wae brought to Plymouth in tho ship 
"Portune" which arrived in November 1621, This original charter or patent was 
very singular, No metes or bounds wero montioned in it. Pierce was simply 
granted certain lend in Ameriea, on coudition he make & settlement, eto. It 
tro not used by the Plywouth colony, but long subsequently, this sano patent or 
charter waco made use of by descendents of Peirce 4s the basio of a claim to land 
in Maine at Ponequid. 

Pierce obtained snother patent in April, 1622) and had considerable disputes 
with ths Plymouth colony. After much dissatisfaction and reerinination, a 
sottlement was fineliy made, and Pierce resigned hia patent to the Plymouth 
company for @ consideration of 500 ponds, Before this however he had fitted 
out & chip, the "peragon", end hac erbarieod therein himself with over a hundred 
other passengers, intending to mike @ peruanent settlement under hic patent. 

Ho wae obliged to put back to England, however, because of storms. His name 
does not appear after that in the effaire of the colony at Plymouth. 

Net long after, howover, % Hr. Richard Peerce, a son of thie John Pierce of 
London, is found ae « permanent resident of Pemaquid, or rather of Muscongus, 
on the cougt of Mine. Evidently he had come over end made « settlement under 
his fathers charter. A couple of centurdes leter some of his descendants laid 
claim to large tracte of land in that vicinity, basing their claim in part on 
the old original charter or patent of dune 1, 1621. A document of Samuel Welles 
of Boston, dated Sert. 11, 1755, is to the effect that he hed in his possession 
the very patent giving to John Pierce certain land for settlement in New England 
etc. He says he is informed and it ie agroed on Gil hands that Mr, Pierce came 
over and settled at a place called Broa! Bay, and there his posterity continued 
for above a hundred years, etc, Hr. Welles ms a native of Connecticutt but 
lived in Boston and wae considered of the utmoet probity. (It is doubtful 
however i* John Pierce himself over came to America, cut the Richerd Pearce of 
Pemaguid is conceded to have been hie son), 

Tris son Richard Pearce married the daughter of John Brom, who had purchased 
lond from the Indiena in the vicinity of Pomaquid in July, 1625, How long he 
had been there is not knom. As Pearces grant wae the oldest, they united the 
grants from tho home governnent with that from the Indians and the Indians ac- 
knowledged the right and never molested the Pierces in the wars of the period. 
(At least so it is said). 

The old original charter, after being lost for many yeare, finally came to 
light and is now preserved in the musoun at Plymouth. The whole matter of 
Pierces patent, end Richard Pearce end Prom!'s sottlemont in Meine, constitutes 
one of the most dicputed points in early colonial history.

John Brom, apparently the firet settler in that vicinity, probably came 
directly from Bristol, Englend, to Pemaquid, On the recorde of Bristol is the 
following: "Feb, 21, 1658. Robert Allon of Sheepscott Rivor in tlew England, 
planter, care personilly before mo" otc oto " that for 17 yeurs lect past ho 
well knew Jolm Brow of New Harbor in Now Englend, meson, who often told hin 
that he was the son of Richard Brow of Barton Regis in Gloucester, in England, 
and that he iscrried Margaret, daughter of Freacio Hayward of Bristol. Said 
Brom was alive and in good health in Now Angland last Juno". 

(History of Bristol & Bremen, by John Johneton). 

Brow lived neer New larbour, but was a mn of great enterprise, oud removed 
in 1639 to Noquéssett on the Kounebec, whore he purchased lund from tho Indians, 
In 164€ he sold his land thero end returned to Pounquid. In 1654 he woe living 
in Damariscotta,  Aocording to a deposktion of Bonjauin Prescott mado in Salen 
in 1765 he lived with his eon John Brown Jr. in Boston the last years of his 
life. But thie is doubtfuls it is more likely that his death, which was sone 
time before 1671, occurred in Damariscottu,’ After his death hio widow returned 
to New Harbor and built a house there. It ic said that he had como to Pemaquid 
a year or two before 1625, or about 1625 in fact.

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This ship, with William Tuttlo and hio family, arrived at Boston about the 
first of July, 1635. On July 24, 1656, his wife Elizaboth united with the first 
church in Boston; and on July 2, 1637 she brought a son Jonathan to bo baptized 
and on April 7, 1659 & son David to be baptized. (Records of 1st church, Boston). 
In Mass, Archives, vol. 60, p. 168, 18 shom a petition from various porsons in 
Boston, Omong then "William Tutthill", "boing merchants and omers of the ketch 
called the Zebulon of Ipswich.

In 1638 one George Griggs had permission of the Court to 9011 his house, 
garden, ete, to "Mr. Tuttle of Ipswich and Mr, Tuttell of Charlestom for his 
redeeming out of their debts" (Drakes History of Boston). A mortgage from this 
George Griggs of Boston to William Tuttle of New Haven, dated Sth of 8th month, 
1650, of a house and grounde in Beacon St, Boston is recorded in Suffolk deeds, 

William Tuttle removed from Boston to the new settlement at "Quinnipiac" 
(New Haven) probably between April and June, 1639, though it is possible that 
he eame with the original company in 1638 and his wife and family followed him 
later. (A son was baptized in Boston in April 1639 as abovesaid), At eny rate 
he was in New Haven intime to sign the original covenant of the new settlement in 
Mr. Newman's barn on June 4, 1639. In 1641 he was the omer of a home lot (that 
Which had belonged to Edward Hopkins who had removed from New Haven), but in 
1656 he bought of Joshua Atwater his original allotment of house, barn, ete, 
and thos beeame the Tuttle homestead, Hie wife continued to live in this 
house until she died. It was later bought by Yale College,--its first piece of 
real estate-- and is now part of the College Square, In the list of the 
planters of New Haven, of date 1641-43, Willian Tuttle appears with 7 persons 
in his family end an estate of 450 pounds, 
Willian Tuttle figured in all the land divisions of New Haven, and he was 
& large landholder, not only in New Haven proper, but in many of the outlying 
sections and toms, such as North Haven, Eaot Haven, Branford, Bethany, ete. 
He was one of those from New Haven who attempted to make a settlement on the 
Deleware river, in what is now Salem Co., N. J. in 1651 but were driven out by 
the Dutch. 
In the first seating of the meeting house, in 1646-7, "Mr. Tuttell, Mr. 
Pell and brother Fowler were voted into the first cross seat at the end". This 
wes near the pulpit and among the highest in dignity. Mrs. Tuttle of course had 
& separate seat, in the Sth seat in the middle. William Tuttle was almost in- 
variably called "Mr." on the tom and colony records, which indicates his high 
station among the colonists. He was much engaged in the affairs of the tom. 
There are many references to him on the Tom and colony records. He often served 
on committees, such as those to settle boundary difficulties and was often arbi- 
treater in tom ond personal matters, He was Constable in 1666-7.

Ho was among the signers of the or 1 tom covonant of Wallingford in 1609. 
(Davio, Hiot, of Wallingford, p. 78) and appoars in the list of proprietors 
there in 1670, with lot no. 3 and 8 acroo of outland apeignod to him (same, p. 81) 
He did not otay long in Wallingford however; indeod it is very probable that he 
did not, go there at all to take up his allotment, as on Oct, 50, 1671, "Simon 
Tuttle not possessing his lot and the river lot" they were granted to someone 
olnso. y 
He appears on @ list of the proprietoro of New Haven in 1600 and received 
hio share in the 3rd land divioion thero, having two persons in his fanily, 
(Evidently himself and wife, with no childron). He mrriod probably in 1679. 
In 1673 he is called of low Haven in an agreement in regard to a right of my. 
Hio facsimile signature to this io given in tho Tuttle Gonealogy, p. 453. In 
1677-78 he convoyod to Benjamin Brockett, cordwainor, " a part of tho land of 
my fathor, Mr. Willian Tuttle, bought of John Punderson". In 1681 he sold lend 
on the west oido of the river. In 1683 ho sold his house, barn and homolot in 
Now Haven to Richard Iigginbotham, In thie deod he is called of New avon. 

In 1685, "Simon Tuttlo of Wallingford, cooper" sold his portion in tho 5rd 
diviocion of land in Now Haven, 50 acres at Oyster Point. It ie evident that 
Simon Tuttle removed permanently to Wallingford about 1684/5, probably after the 
death of his mther in Now Haven in Doc., 1664, In the 2nd division of land in 
Wallingford, Dec. 27, 1686, ho drew lot no. 52 and tool up 104 acres. On Feb, 
19, 1690 he obtained more land there, also in the 5rd division. There aro 
various references to his buying and selling of land. He appears in the Grand 
List of Wallingford in 1701, rated at 3x 79 pounds. In 1705 he is called 
Simon Tuttle Sr. of Wallingford, At that timo he conveyed to his cousin Joshua 
Tuttlo "all my right in Branford division set to my father, Mr. William Tuttle 
now (Feb, 14, 1705) laid out for his children", ; 

Simon Tuttle ws appointed Guager and packer for Wallingford in March, 1709 
und several tines afterward, On Juno 23, 1715 he gavo his son Daniel a house 
lot in Wallingford. ;

Timothy Tuttle,(son of Sinond son of Willian’), was born in 1662, probably 
in Wallingford.

Conn, (then called West Farmington or 
New Cambridge). His father Timothy Tuttle had purchased land in that vicinity 
and Gershom himself appears as a buyor of land in Farmington in 1739-40 and 
frequently afterward as buyer and seller. Gershom Tuttle ws anong the signers 
of a petition, dated Oct. 6, 1742, from the inhabitants of the western part of 
Parmington, aoking for 4 preacher of their om, as being so far fro= 
propers This is called a "Petition for Winter Privileges" (page. 28 of History 
of Bristol, pub, by Hartford City printing co). He also appears, as "Gershum 
tuttle", among the signers of another petition for full ecclesiastical incorpor- 
ation, dated April 12, 1744 (same, p. 30). 

Gershon Tuttle appears as a witness to the will of David Rich of New

ert wate Pe 085)" The FTE ea was eda by Gershom Tuttle on Oct. 24, 
1748. In the Memorial History of Hartford Co, by J. H. Trumbull, it ie said 
that Gershom Tuttle settled about 1747 in Bristol on Chippine Hill. (page 43 
of vol, 2). 

A deceee Tuttle sorved 16 days in Capt, Wadeworth's Co, in the campaign 
of 1757 in the French & Indian war, This my have boon Gershon Jr, the son of

In 1770, it wao voted, in Bristol, to raise the now mooting house by & 

froo-will offering of labor, and among those chosen to "koop publick ontertain~ 

tt in the time woo aro prising our Meeting House" was "End, Gershon tuttle”.

Late in life, Gershon Tuttle ovidently romoved from Bristol and lived, 
with hic son Oliver, in Olaremont, New Hampshire. lio died in Claremont, 
Auguot 13, 1777, agod 63 yours, (Inscription on tombstone in tho west part 
churchyard at Claremont, as "Cershom Tuttle, Esq". From Claremont, N. H. 
Gravestone Recorda, page 72).

of Captain Leo (of Farmington) during the campaign of 1758: "Olivor 
Sah iee———:—enliatea April 18, discharged Nov, 14," 

Ho removed from Bristol, Conn, some time before the opening of tho 
Revolution and settled in Claremont, New Hampshire, His sorvico in the Revo~ 
lution is as follows: 

Hie namo appears on a "Pay Roll of Col. Bonj. Bollowo Rogiment 
of Militia in the state of N. H. which Regt. wont and reinforced the Garrison 
at Ticonderoga when besieged hy the Enemy in June 1777. Timo of ongaigenment 
June 28." (Ticonderoga was evacuated, however, before they had time to get thore, 
and they returned). (Prom New Hampshire State Papers, vol. 15, Revolutionary 
War Rollo, page 27.) He was in Capt. Olivor Ashley's Company, “Oliver Tuttle 
----dischargod July Sthj service 11 days; rate of pay per mo, 4.10; amount wages 
1.13 and to travel out 3 days; to travel home two days; whole amount duo hin 
3.8." (reference as above). 

In 4 list of "An Account of the Bounties and Hires given to 
Soldiers in tho Continental Army & Militia during the late war by the Inhabitants 
of tho Torn of Claremont, and by whom paid", Olivor Tuttle paid 75 pounds (one 
of tho largest amounts). (From Now Hampshire State Papers, vol. 16, p. 608). 
Amos Snow received 75 pounds from Oliver Tuttle for hire to serve (same, p. 606). 

Oliver Tuttle appears anong the signers of the "Declaration" from 
Claremont, anong those who wore twenty yoars of age and upward, on May 350, 1776. 
(same, vol, 30, pe 341). ‘Thies is also givon in O. F. R, Waite's History of 
Claremont, pages 2724, 225. (In Waite's History also, p. 240, is the note of 
Oliver Tuttle's paying the hire of a soldier as given above). 


Oliver Tuttle appears on "A Return of the Inhabitants of Clermont of tuonty 
ono yoars of age & upward paying for thomselvos a poll tax, mado this 20th of 
Deobr, 1783." (fom Papers of New Hampshire, vol. 11, p. 372)) Qls0 on a petition 
datod Doc. 17, 1789 applying for the appointment of Elihu Stevens as anothor 
Justice of the Peace. 8 nome olco appears on anothor petition dated also 
Dec. 17, 1789 applying for the appointment of Ambrose Cossit as Justice of tho 
Peace. (On this petition appear the names of Oliver Tuttle, Solomon Tuttle, 
Gershon Tuttle, and Gershon Tuttle Jr.). 

On Nov. 1, 1792, Oliver Tuttle and wife Mary, of Claremont, mado a 
sentation to the Logislature, that there was money owing to Mary on account of 
her former husband Richard Brom, who was quartermaster in tho 2nd N, H. Rogt. 
during the war, and asking that it be paid. This was finally done. (Seo Tom 
Papers of N. He vol. 13, p. 587) also Journal of the Senate, 179, in State Papers 
of N. He Vol. 22, pe 610, aloo pages 656, 664, ani 671). 

Oliver Tuttle removed from Claremont, New Hampshire, and went to New York 
State, where he lived in Onondaga and Cortland Counties, In the Onondaga County 
records, for 1796, occurs the followings

In 1798 or oarlier Oliver Tuttle,and hie sons Daniol and (possibly) Willian, 
vent on horseback from Cinoinnatus, N.Y. and mado the first improvement near the 
head of Otisco lake. While thus ongaged tho fathor wao taken 111 and was taken 
care of by hie son until able to sit on a horse, when they returned to Cinoin- 
natus. The journey wo made through tho forest, without roads, tho first house 
being at Momer, 15 mileo from tho lake, Four years later they went back to 
Otisco and found soyeral families thore, but there io no doubt that Oliver 
Tuttle wao tho first settler and built the firot house in Otisco. On May 9, 
1808, among the organizers of the ist, Cong. church in Otisco wore: Oliver 
Tuttle, Abigail Tuttle. (Fron W. W. Clayton's Hist, of Onondaga Co,, p. 550). 
Thio church reference possibly might be his son Oliver Jr, 

Oliver Tuttlo appears in the Census of 1830, in Freetom, Cortland Co, 
N.Y. ao having 1 male of 90 to 100 yro and 1 fomle of 80 to 90 yoars, His 
son Willian ap @ separately a0 of age 50 to 60; also Mm, Jr, (20 to 30) and 
Oliver (20 to 5), sons evidently of Willian Tuttlo, 

Oliver Tuttlo died at the homo of hio son William in Freotom, Cortland 
Co, in 1835, aged about 95.

Abraham Doolittle was among tho carly sottlors of Now Haven. He was thore 
pofore 1642 at any rate. He was the omor of a house there in 16/4; took tho 
froomano oath and wo made chief executive officor, or Sheriff, of tho Colony. 
fle removed to Wallingford about 1668, where ho was choson Selectman or ono of 
those to superintend the tom affairs in 1669, at ite first settlement. In 1670 
Wallingford was incorporated as a separate tom. He wao a member of the 
vigilance committee in King Philip's War, and hio house mo fortified at that 
time with a picket fortification. Ho served several times ac Deputy to the 

oral Court from New Haven and afterwards from Wallingford; was also several 
Gqnoral Court PYootaan in Wallingford, and was ovidently a vory valuable and 
highly respected citizen. Many references to Abraham Doolittle occur in Davio' 
Tistoyy of Wallingford, He 10 often spoken of ao "Sergeant". He ms among 
tho signers of the original tom covenant of Wallingford in 1669, and his name 
appears among those to whom the Indians made a deed for tho tom site, dated 
Hartford, Kay 24, 1681. 

Abraham Doolittle died at Wallingford, Auguet 11, 1690, aged 70 yours. 
(Walling. Vital. rec.) His estate me valued at 542 pounds, His gravestone 
fo stil) standing, the oldest in lallingford. A photograph of it io given on 
page 51 of Tho Doolittle Family genealogy. It is inocribed only bet y

He bought other land there in 1694, His name appears 
on 4 petition about a watering place, March 16, 1696. In the division of land 
at "yo falls plaine" he received 37 acres, He appears on the Grand List for 
Wallingford in 1701 with an estate valued at 45 pounds. ‘The date of his death 
has not been found. 

John Doolittle married, Feb, 13, 1682, Mary Peck (born Marbh 4, 1666), 
daughter of John Peek and Mary Hoss. She digd before 1716 and he mrriod 
(2) Jan 29. 1717, Grace Blakesley, probably widow of John Blakesley of New

Origin of the family in Amerjoa, 


The first Beechers to settle in America, as far ‘as ic knom, wore 
Mrs. Hannah Beecher and her family, who came with the New Haven colony. 
Authorities differ as to the partioulars of their settlement and even as to 
the number, names, and relationship of the various members of the family, 

According to one account, Hannah Beecher's second husband, John Beechor, 
(born about 1590-1600) joined the Davenport company of London, intending to 
go with thom to New England, but died in 1637, before the departure of the 
company from London. After the death of her husband Hannah Beecher was not at 
firet mindful to emigrate to Amorioa, but was at the last moment persuaded to 
male the voyage, with the rest of her family consisting of sond by both hus- 
bande. The company arrived in Boston on April 26, 1637. The neighboring 
settlements in Massachusettes invited the new colonists to settle among them, 
but, preferring to found an independent settlement by themselves, in the fall 
of that yoar, 1637, they sent out © number of men under Samuel Eaton to explore 
the coast of New England and fix upon a oite for their abode. Those men came 
to © place bearing the Indian name of Quinnipiac, and were Go well pleased with 
the beauty of the situation an¢ the fertility of the ground and the harbor 
setting up come four miles from Long Island Sound, that they fixed their choice 
on that spot, and eo reported for tho approval of the company. Seven young men 
of their number were left in the place selected to prepare for the coming of the 
rest at the opening of the following spring. One of these seven wo John 
Beecher, son of Hannahy and it ie believed that he died during tho winter, a8 
the death of one of their number was reported, and John Beechor's name nover 
afterwards appears on any of the early recorde of tho Colony. The bones, 
evidently of this person, were found 1750, while a cellar was being dug on 
the south corner of Church and Meadow streets, where was the site of tho hut 
that had sheltered them during that first winter. <n 

Other authorities say that it was Hannah Beocher's husband, John Beecher, ai 
and not her son, who diod in the winter of 1637-38 while holding the place for — 
the coming colonists. - 

It is certain that in the early days of the New Haven volony there were: 
living there one Hannth Beecher, & widow, who had been married before to @ 
Potter, (sho is nometimes called Widow Beecher, and sometimes Widow Potter), and 
her sons, John and William Potter, and Isaac Beecher. (It is stated in a short 
account of the Potter family by Jamoe Shephors, page 3, that Isaac Beecher was 
the step-son of Hannah, being | son of her husband John Beecher by 4 former 
wifo, but no authorities are given for thio otatement, and the will of Hannah 
Beecher would seem to indicate otherwise). ;

The colony of New Haven, in Oonnectioutt, was one of the mst important 
and interesting historically of all the sottlemonts mde by the English in 
America, for the quality of the colonists, their mode of life and self-govern- 
ment, Gnd the influence of this celony on later history. 

"In June, 1637, (others oay April---J.M.K.), & very notable company had 
arrived at the Bay, under the leadership of the Rev, John Davenport-—--people 
ef substance, merchants for the most part---the chief mon of the congrogation 
Mr, Davenport had served in London. They wished, Sbove 411 things else, to 
keep together, make and maintain a separate church and parish for Mr, Davenport, 
and live their life in © place and settlement of their om. Thoy found what 
they wanted (1638) within a safe and pleas harbor on the Sound, which 

pane tly a Be Haven. Busy Gabtain Be Vries, putting in there in 163 7 
June) und already three hundred housoe and & handsome church built thore. 
They had been at the pains to erect ‘fair and stately houses’, wherein they at 
firet outdid the rest of the country.**********°No one but @ church member, 
adnitted under the strictest teets of belief, could, among them, it we decreed, 
either vote or héld office." (Interesting accounts of the founding and devel- 
opment of the colony are found in the various histories, especially Atwater's 
History of New Haven; and documentary sources for the histery of the colony and 
tom Gre given in the published original records of the Colony of New Haven, by 
Hoadley, and the later records of the tom, published by the New Haven Colony 
Historical Society. The vital records of the tom Gre also published by this 
game society). 


In a list of the Planters at New Haven, with their land allotments, pre- 
pared in 1641, but found among the records for 1643 (on page 92 of Records of 
the Colony of New Heaven, 16381649, edited by Charles J. Hoadly), "Wids Potter” 
with 2 persone numbered in her family, and an estate valued at 30 pounds, had 
6 1/2 acres of land in the first division, 1 1/4 acres in the Neck, 2 1/2 acres 
of meadow land, and 10 acres in the second division. In the sane list her 
two sone William and John Potter appear separately, each with 4 persons in hie 
family. Her son Ieaao Beecher does not appear separately and he evidently was 
the her of the 2 persons given a9 in her family. Her allotment of land was 
where the State Hospital now stands, 

In the sittings of the Church, laid out at a Court meeting, March 10, 1646, 
"Sister Potter ye midwife, and old Sister Nash" had seate in "the little crosse 
seat" (Hoadly, p. 304). On August 6, 1650, "widdow Potter for one gaff in her 
fence was fined 12d" (Book 2, p. 32 of New Haven tom records. This reference 
is indexed under Beecher. Same thing is given in "New Haven Tom Reeprds, 
1649-1662, odited by F. R. Dexter, p. 43). On March 10, 1651, "It is Ordered 
that the Treasurer paye out of the Tome stocke for the makeing of 5 or 6 rod _ 
of fence, for Widdow Beecher ye midwife" (Town records, Book 2, p. 49, and Dexter 
page 67). On Aug. 4, 1651, at @ General Court for New Haven "it is ordered that 
the treasurer take care and see that the house of Widow Potter ye midwife be 
monded and paid for out of the treasury".(Tom records, Book 2, p. 59, and 
Dexter, p. 80). (Although, in connection with the lest item, Dexter, as 
Editor of the Records, notes that this is Elizabeth, widow of John Potter tho - 
dded in 1643, it seome evident to me that all these references are to the sama 
pergon, our anceotress, Hannah Beecher or Potter; and that she was the Widow — 
Beecher or Potter the midwife, The invontory of her estate shows that she was

"I, Hannah Beecher, of New Haven, expecting my grt change to mke this my 
last will and testamont, I bequeath my soul unto the hande of my Lord Jesus 
Christ by whose morit I hoped to be saved, and my body to bo burried at tho 
discretion of my son Wm, Potter my Executor. And for my worldy goodo, I give 
unto John Potter my grandchild twenty shillings, and to Hannah Blackly my grand- 
child, wife to Samuel Blackly, twenty shillings, and to Samuel Potter, my grand- 
child twonty shillings to be paid to them within three months of my decease, 

And for the reat of my estate I give one third part to my son Isaac Beecher, and 
two thirds to my eldest son Wm, Potter, mking him my Executor, desiring him to 
be a father to his younger brother and hie children.

Ho first appoaro on tho recorde of New Haven on July 1, 1644, when he was 
among those to whom the oath of fidelity was administered by Theophilus Eaton. 
(Hoadly'o Records of the Colony of New Haven, page 159). He io givon as "Jeank 
Beache"(r), On Feb, 5, 1649, "Isacke Beecher" was warned by tho Court about 
the defoot of Samel Farnes "hio armes, (his servant), but appeared not. He io 
to bo warned to yo next court to show reason why he oame not now, for thor is 
appearance of contempt in it". (Hoadly, p. 498). In Dexter's Tom records, this 
thon is givon ao of tho samo date that Ioaao Beecher wao fined 10 shillings 
for his servant not hav arms. (Dexter, p. !). 

On March 10, 1651, "Ieaacke Beecher" was chosen fence viewor for "tho 
plaines". (Dexter, p. 65). On May 4, 1652, he bought of John Vinson or Munson, 
6 Sores of land at the plaine; aloo of Widow Walker, & acres also at the plains, 
(Dexter, p. 121). In 1652 he also bought 6 acres of Thomas Beaumont. In July, 
1653, Isaac Beecher arbitrated a difference with John Socket. On May 1, 1655, 
he arbitrated a difference between himself and Francois Newman, concerning twonty 
shillings which Ieaac owed to Newman (that io to Mr. Robort Newman), "woh dobt 
was granted, but the ed Ioack requested something of Mr, Ro.

In a list of freemen in New Haven in 1669 appears Isaac Beecher, (Atwaters 
history of New Haven, p. 22). In 1663 he ontered an action against Daniel Thomas 
for "taking his horse off the lot and riding him" etc. (John and Ieaac Beecher Jr. 
aro mentioned), On April 24, 1682, Ieaac Beecher, for 10 shillings, made a deed — 
to Jameo Donison of a piece of land at Solitary Cove, that part of the Cove 


called the Subyrbs--quantity one acre (1.*,/and Records, Book 1, p. 101), On 
Deo. 25, 1682, he wanted an enlargement of his lund. On June 9, 1604, "Isaac 
Beecher or", having for mny years past stood in quiet possession of divers 
arcels of land, without claim or prosecution, doth now record thom to himself, 

s hoire or assigns, forever, Thon follows the enumeration of different parcele 
pf land, over fourteen parcels in all. In thie he speake of land that wos fadrst 
his mother Beechers, aleo land that first belonged to hie brother John Potter, 
Also lend that wae William Potters. On Juno 9, 1684, "Nathaniol Potter, son 
of Willian Potter, appeared and acknowledged thooe lands that did belong to his 
aaid father William Potter were passed over to hie uncle the said Isanc Beecher, 
and that the said IJeaac Beecher might record them to himself", This enumera~ 
tion is recorded in New Haven Land Records, Book 1--A, pages 214, 15,16,and 17, 
On July 24 1684, Isaac Boechor Sr. of Now Haven, for fatherly love, otc., deeded 
to Eliazer Beecher | 1/2 acres of land lying at a place called Gregson's Quarter, 
bounded wost by William Johnson, east by son Ieaco Beecher, north and weot by 
Henry Glover. (eame, Book {, Pe 255). On April 15, 1685, Ieaacg Beochor Sr, of 
New Haven doeded to Samuel Burwoll of Milford for 20 pounds land in New Haven 
layed out to him in the 3rd division. (Book 1, p. 270). 

(In the 3rd division of land in 168, Isaac Beecher Sr,, with 3 persons in 
his family and an estate of 95 pounds, had 351 acres. Isaac Beecher Jun. with — 
2 persons, ostate of 6 pounds, had 20 acres, Eleazer Beechor with 3 persons 
and estate of 15 pounds had 20 acres. John Beecher with 7 persone and estate of 
19 pounds had 31 3/4 acres, Another John Beecher with 9 heads and estate of 
40 pounds, had 42 acres.

In the Cenous of 1800, Justus Beecher does not seen to appear in Hood~ 
bridge or Cheshire.

Samo] Hotchkiss, one of the carly sottlors of lew Haven, was traditionally 
from county Essex in land, but thero 10 no actual proof of this, Ho was in 
New Haven as carly as 1642 at any rate. Hio first a pearance on the Tom records 
io rathor an unsavoury one. On Juno 5, 1642, "Bamol Hoskinge and Elizabeth, 
(in tho margin ' "Hoskins and hio wifo!...J.lMK.) for thoir filthy dalliance 
together woh was confossed by thon both, thoy wero both sevorely whipped". (from 
Hoadly's N. H. Colony records, p. 75). On Sept. 7, 1642, "Barmell Hoskins and 
Elizabeth Cleverley, being desirous to jojne toother in the otate of mrryage, 
and nott being able to mke proofe of their parento consent, butt seeing thoy 
both affirm they have the consent of thoir paronto", otc, and ao they had alroady 
compromised themeelves and had been publicly puniched for it, “upon these con~ 
siderations, grantod them liberty to marry". Vea page 77). 

Same) Hotchiios, (or Hodgokino, Hoskins, a0 the namo often appears on tho 
records) appears to have been of an unruly and troublesome disposition, certainly 
not one of tho tome best citizono. On Dec, 6, 1643, "Sams Hookine" wac fined 
5 oh, for want of ladders, (samo, p. 121). On Jan. 4, 1644, he wao finod Jah, 
hd for "totall dofect in armes" (sane, p. 123). On March 7, 1644, “Sams Hosicins® 
with others was fined "oach man 6d for foole guno" Zoame, p. 125). 

On July 1, 1644, among those who took tho oath of allogaince, was "Sams 
Hoskino" (sane, Pe 139). 

On March 2, 1646, "Samoel Hodkejo" was cited before the court for thoft--- 
gf, o quantity of load from a noighbor. lie confessed his fuult, and said that 

ho hath formerly been given to thio way of theft", ete, The sentence of the 
Court wao that he mke double restitution, and "that for his slanders and om 
that heo be whipped publictuoly, and that he pay the chargoo of the court" (samo, 
pe 3019. On June 1, 1647, "Samel Hodkejo totally absent on trayning day anovored 
ho did want bread and went to milly thio anewer not satisfying the court it was 
ordered that hee pay Seh, the fine for totall absence". (same, p. 318). On 
Nov. 2, 1647, he asked to have hie fino removed, but tho court refused "to abato 
any pt thereof” (p. 329). On Feb. 6, 1648, "Same Hodgekines" tostifiod in 
court in regard to the estate of one Watts (p. 438). On May 1, 1649, "Bam, 
Hodgelkines was complained of for sleeping on his watdh, but tho caso wao post- 

mod. (p. 456). It evidently came for trial on Oot, 2, 1649, as on that dato, 
Samell Hodgkins, for going into the wtch-house and lying dome by the fire 
and sleoping, when he should have stood sentinel, mas fined Ssh, and is not to 
watch for any mn but hinselfe” (same, p, 487). 

Extracts from the Tom records 1649-62, odited by F. D. Dexter, ore 
pinilar., On Nov. 1, 1653, Samol Hodgkino himself complained about the watch 
being asleep, ao he wae pasoing late one night, but the case mas put off (Dox- 
ters tom rocords, p. 191). On Dec, 6, 1653 the case came up for trial but as 
no special proof was produced one way or the othor it was diomiosed (p. 194).

In Atwater's Ilietory of New Haven, pages 110, 151, eto, are found tho 
follow. references to Matthias Hitchoook: Hie name ie given in the schedule 
of the Planters prepared before 16/1 but found in the recorde for 1643, Three 

ersons ore numbered in hio family. lle is reckoned as having an estate of 

Bo pounds, and is given 10 acres in the Firet Division, 2 acres in the Neck, 

4 acres in the Meadon, 16 acres in the Second Divieion, and hie yearly rates for 
land aro put at 6 shillings. a = 

Prom Houdly's Recordo of the Colony of Now Haven, it io soen thats 
On Jan. 4, 1643, Matthias Hitchoook was fined 1 sh. for coming late to training; 
on March 7, 1643 he wae fined 3eh 4d, for disorder in hie watchs and on Nov. 6, 
1649 he was fined Seh. for refueing to watch. On Sept, 2, 1651, thio fine was 
reduced to 2sh. 6d, On Jan, 4, 1647, "Matthiao Hitchcock for o willful neglect 
to walk ye round when ye officers called him wae fined 5 shillings". On Nov. 7, 
1648, he was too late for training: "too late", with eight others, "in coming to 
tragning yesterday in the afternoon, but they said they was there before bodye 
moved which a6 tho Oaptain said was longer bofore it moved than it used to be, 
yot beoause it has bine usiall course to count no man late till the bodye hath 
been removed, ye court passed it by thie time". (Evidently Matthias Hitchcock 


‘was not very keen about military training... .JM.K.)

From the Tom records, edited by Dexter, it ie seen that: On Doo, 3, 
1651, Matthias Hitchoook, Edward Hitchcock, and a few others were granted the 
land on the Neck, later East Haven (p. 113). On Oct. 4, 1659, the heirs of 
Edward Hitchoock sold to Matthias the formers share in this land. (p, 418). 

On Fob, 6, 1655, Matthias sold to John Wakefield his house and home-lot, to- 
gether with some other land.(p. 230). On Peb, 11, 1655, Matthias Hitchcock and 
hia wife ppear in the seating of the church (p, 271). Later he was sued by 
one Richard Beckley for damage to the latters flax crop oaused by the oxen of 
Matthias Hitchcock. ‘The Court ordered Matthias to pay Beckley 50 shillings 
damages and be careful in the future about hie oxen (p. 296). 

Matthias Hitchcock died November 16, 1669, (Dodd's East lavon Register, 
p- 162, and Now Haven Vital records, p. 32). His widow Elizabeth Hitchcock 
died in 1676, Tho inventory of her estate, conoisting of her garments and some 
household stuff, wao taken Juno 6, 1676. 

The will of Matthias Hithhcook, dated Nov, 1669, 18 ao follows!

John Hitchoock (son of Matthias ), was born probably in New Haven, as hie 
father was at New Haven ae early ae June 1639. He married, in New Haven, 
January 18, 1670, (NHV p.50) Abigail Merriman, (born April 18, 1654), daughter 
of Nathaniel Merr one of the first settlers of Wallingford. 
had three children born in New Haven, 1671 to 1674, then John Hitchoock removed 
to Wallingford, where he was one of the early proprietors. 

In Beach's History of Cheshire are the following references to John Hitch- 
cocks 
On Feb. 19, 1690, he appears on & plot of the land division of the "Palle 
Plaine" (p. 37). On March 30, 1697, he, with one or two others, was chosen to 
settle. about the highways that were needed on the west side of the river (p.43). 
He evidently saw the possibilities of this western part of Wallingford for settlo~ 
ment, for on June 11, 1698, he asked permission to exchange 50 8 of land 
in small parcels on the east side for 30 acres in one piece on the west side of 
the rivor (p. 43-44). He wae on @ jury list of proprietors before 1713 (p.50) 
and wae on @ jury or inquest over the body of John Baker in 1701 (p. 45). 

He @ppears in a liet of proprietors before 1713 and in © list of the original 

proprietors in a land division of date June 16, 1714 (p, 65). In 1708 he con- 
veyed 78 acres of land to his son John Hitchcook Jr,, for "fatherly love" etc. 
(p. 90). On Sept. 29, 1708 he conveyed land to his son-in-law Daniel Loynes, 

and again to him on Feb. 10, 1709. 

Hie firet wife Abigail dying, he married (2) Mary Thompson, widow of 
Samel Lines. John Hitchcock died July 6, 1716. In his will he calls hin- 
self "“landomer, yeoman or planter". The inventory of hie estate showed that 
ho owed 183 acres in different lots and his whole property amounted to 502 
pounds. Hie widow Mary married (3) April 18, 1717, Samuel Clark. :

An important rocord io of date Fob, 5, 
1656, when John Merriman (pon of George) had turned over to him an approntico 
Henry Allieon by namo, formerly on apprentice of Georgo lerrimn, © record 
shows that George died before this date. It is possible that certain records 
in tho "Calendar of State Pa » Domestic Serios, Eliz. and James I in Addenda 
_ 1980-1625, p. 373 refora to 6 George ilerrimn. This is in connection with a 
cortain tenement in Went Smithfield, London, which George Merriman woe in ocou- 
ation of and which he @eoired to renew the lease of, but woe dicsatiefied with 
the terms, and it was leased to some one olee. Date of thic.mo in 1594 ond 
1595. However thio may have been another and older George Merriman. 

George Merriman died probably carly in 1656. lio will, dated Oot. 31, 
1655, was probated Mmy 19, 1656. It is on file in Somerset House, London, 
In thio will io the statement: "I do give unto son Nathaniel Merriman, now 
reoidont in Now England, tho ows of A ns pounds, #s . j Mie proves the connoct~ 
fon betwoon Now and Old Englmd.

Yathaniol’ Merriman, (son of George, von of Orogory? son of Thome ), one 
of the carly sottlere of New Havon and Wallingford, weo born in England in 1613. 

He me in Now Haven 
not later than March 17, 1641, whon ho was granted land thore. Whore he lived 
or anything about him in the interval betweon these two dates wo do not know, 
oxoept that ho served in the Pequot war in Connectioutt in 1657. Whether ho 


wao living in Conneoticutt at that timo or, mre probably, was one of the 20 
men cont out from Massachusetts, ie uncertain. Tho fact that ho fought in thio 
war is shom by a grant of land mde in 1698 to his son John on account of hic 
fathors service. (Records of Colony of Conn, IV, 276.) 

Tn New Hayon hie namo io affixed ao the 42nd of the 48 names which follow 
tho 63 original ones (in the samo handwriting) to the fundamental agroenent of 
1639. It ie probable that thie io duo, not to later arrival, but to tho fact 
that he was not yet a church momber, He took the oath of fidelity on July |, 
1644, There are various references to him on tho Tom and Coleny Records. 

He wao First Bergeant and thon Ensign of the Military company in New Haven. 

Nathaniel Merriman removed from New Havon to Wallingford about 1669, where 
he was one of the foremost citizens. He served as Tom Clerk, Selectman and 
Deputy to the General Court. le was Lieutenant of the military company there, 
ite commanding officer, and served during King Philipp's War. On Nov. 1675, 
at a meeting of the Governor and Council he was @ppointed a Captain of Dragoons 
for Now Haven County to raise troops for service in thie war. tHe probably 
' gorved on the expedition into Rhode Ieland where his son, together with 500 or 

more of the Connecticutt troops were killed at tho Groat Swamp Fort fight. On 
Jan. 26, 1685 the tom of Wallingford grantod him lend for his services in King 
Philipp's War, 

Nathaniel Merriman died in Wallingford, Feb. 13, 1694, ( Wallingford Vital 
Records). His will (in New Haven probate, vol. 2, p. 46-49), dated June 6, 
1692, mentions wife Joan and hie various sons and daughters. Among other things 
he directed that his "military books" be divided among his three sons. Tho 
inventory of his estate, of "Left, Nathl1 Morrimn of Wallingford who departed 
this life the 13th Pebr, 1693/4" was dated March 6, 1693/4. Hio wife Joan, 
who is considered to have been o second vife and not the mother of his children, 
died in Wallingford, Deo.

He signed the fundamental agreement 
in June, 1639, and on June 4, 1659 he was chosen one of the 12 mon who wore to 
choose the seven "pillars of the church" at ite foundation, In tho Records 
of the Colony & Plantation of New Haven, by Charles J. Hoadly, there are given 
firat the Indian Deeds to the land of the new settlement, then a list called: 
"The Names of all the Freomen of the Courte of New Haven", (in the handwriting 
of Thomas Fugill the clerk. Among these is William Andrews, On page 11 ie 
given on account of the famous meeting in Mr. Newmans barn on June 4, 1639, 
when the original agreemont was dram up. On page 17 fe a list of those who 
signed this at the time, among thom William Andrews, On page 16 te the lict of 
ghose chosen to form the church, elevon men in 411, among thom William Andrews. 

On page 20 io an account of the foundation of the Court by these seven pillars 
of the church (chosen by the eleven as aforesaid), Immediately after founding 
the Court they admitted as membere 9 other men, among thom William Andrews, The 
first case, in Oct, 1659 wae the trial of an Indian for mrder, He was found 
guilty and executed. 

On Nov. 3, 1639, "goodman Androms" was ono of two to view the creek by the 
landing place and see if lots might be laid off there. (page 24), and he was 
also one of two to "walk the woods" and see if any timber was being cut dom.
